£4.8M FINE IS 
A BITTER PILL 


Hospitals fail infection targets 


Epsom and St Helier hospi¬ 
tals are facing a £4.8m fine 
for failing to hit infection 
reduction targets - the 
equivalent of £65,000 a day 
since the start of the year. 

Since April last year 61 
patients - 29 at Epsom and 
32 at St Helier - have devel¬ 
oped C diff, a bacterial in- 
fectionthat commonly 
occurs in patients who 
have taken antibiotics, and 
is transmitted via contami¬ 
nated surfaces. 

The trust’s target, set by 
the Department of Health, 
was to keep the number of 
C diff cases below 53 this 
financial year. 

In January the hospitals 
had recorded 55 cases and 
faced a £1.4m fine but with 
six more cases the fine has 
massively increased. 

Two more cases in the 
next fortnight could have 
cost it almost £500,000 each 
but the maximum fine has 
now been capped at £4.8m 
following negotiations 
with local primary care 
trusts. 

The potential size of the 
fines was a factor in the 
collapse of merger talks 
with Ashford and St 
Peter’s Hospital last year. 

A spokesman for the

Department of Health 
(DoH) said primary care 
trusts are responsible for 
enforcing the fines which 
are “non-negotiable”. 

He said: “The fine is non- 
negotiable, but how it is 
spent is. 

“They can withhold 
money from the hospital, 
ask for it be handed over, 
or enter into a dialogue 
with the hospital to see 
how service improvements 
can be made using the 
money.” 

A hospital trust 
spokeswoman said a raft of 
measures are in place to 
tackle C diff cases, includ¬ 
ing training staff about in¬ 
fection prevention and 
control, improving the 
cleaning of wards, and re¬ 
minders about good hand 
hygiene. 

Four dedicated nurses 
and three pharmacists 
have also been employed, 
as well as a review con¬ 
ducted on the trust’s 
antibiotic prescribing 
policy. 

The trust has seen a 


75 per cent overall reduc¬ 
tion in the number of cases 
of C diff in the last five 
years. 

The spokeswoman said: 
“The measures we have in 
place should be sufficient 
and fit with best practice. 
However, we operate a zero 
tolerance policy towards 
healthcare associated in¬ 
fections and one infection 
is too many. 

“We will continue to 
monitor our key areas of 
practice.” 

They said a “significant 
number of other hospitals 
including others in South 
West London and Surrey” 
have missed or are very 
close to their targets. 

But Kingston Hospital 
said it has recorded just 21 
cases of C diff and is not 
facing a fine. 

St George’s Hospital, in 
Tooting, said it had had 60 
cases after treating 66,211 
in-patients and a 
spokesman said it “does 
not expect to be fined”. 

Despite the fine, the pro¬ 
jected deficit at Epsom and 
St Helier Hospitals for the 
end of this financial year is 
now £12. lm - down from 
the £19.4m originally 
estimated.

GP group given green 
light to spend £300m 


A group of GPs has been given the 
go-ahead to spend more than 
£300m on healthcare for residents 
in Epsom and Ewell, Banstead, 
Mole Valley and east Elmbridge. 

Surrey Downs Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group (SDCCG), consist¬ 
ing of 33 GP practices, was 
recognised as a statutory organi¬ 
sation within the NHS last week. 

On April 1 it will take over 
the purchasing of healthcare from 
hospitals, community services, so¬ 
cial care, ambulance services, and 
mental health organisations. 

An SDCCG spokeswoman said: 
“SDCCG has provided the assur¬ 
ance necessary to show it is ready 
to commission healthcare on be¬ 
half of people and is ready to take 
on its full legal responsibilities.”

Its clinical chairwoman Dr 
Claire Fuller said: “We have come 
an incredibly long way in a very 
short space of time and this news 
reflects the huge amount of work 
our staff and GPs have put into es¬ 
tablishing SDCCG. 

“As clinicians we know what 
works well and where there are op¬ 
portunities to improve care for our 
patients. 

“This announcement gives us 
the go-ahead to start driving for¬ 
ward these improvements, keep¬ 
ing patients, carers and families 
at the heart of everything we 
do.” 

The organisation is divided into 


four localities with GP practices in 
areas covered by this paper includ¬ 
ed in Mid Surrey and Medline. 

Each has a sub-committee and 
GP representatives on the govern¬ 
ing body. 

SDCCG’s governing body in¬ 
cludes 10 GPs, four patients, a 
nurse, and a hospital doctor. 

Surrey County Council is taking 
over responsibility for public 
health from primary care trusts 
which are being abolished. 

The NHS Commissioning Board 
will commission primary care, 
specialised services as well as 
healthcare for offenders and 
armed forces.

One in four young in poverty 


Almost one in four youngsters are 
growing up in poverty in parts of 
Epsom according to shock new 
report. 

Figures published by the End 
Child Poverty Campaign showed 
that in Epsom and Ewell, the esti¬ 
mated number of children in 
poverty in 2012 was 1,839 - 11 per 
cent of the borough’s population. 

But in Court ward the figure 
stands at 23 per cent, with Ruxley 
ward following close behind on 21 
per cent. Town ward has 16 per 
cent. 

The ward with the lowest level 
of child poverty was Nonsuch 
with under 5 per cent of children 
in poverty. 

Dan Stevens, councillor for 
Court ward, said: “Last year it 
was 20 per cent. 

“It’s gone up by 3 percentage 


points, which is very worrying. 

“The biggest issue is that it’s a 
hidden problem and unless we 
can reach out to the right people 
we don’t know who the 23 per cent 
are. 

“The people who need help the 
most don’t know where to go for 
help so you get a situation where 
those who desperately need ad¬ 
vice are not getting it and they are 
falling deeper and deeper into 
trouble.”

Vacant office building 
Shaftesbury House will be de¬ 
molished and redeveloped to 
create 45 single-person flats, 
for 16 to 25-year-olds who are 
homeless or in need of hous¬ 
ing in Epsom and Ewell and 
who want to turn their lives 
around with the help of 
training and support. 

Worried residents said the 
development would have a 
negative impact on the com¬ 
munity - including creating 
antisocial behaviour, noise 
and disruption, causing traf¬ 
fic and parking problems, and 
decreasing property values in 
the area. 

Several councillors argued 
that approving the develop¬ 
ment would reduce available 
office space in the town.

But Labour Councillor 
Sheila Carlson said: “It isn’t 
the case that people living in 
this development will be any 
more likely to show signs of 
drug and drink problems 
than young people at univer¬ 
sity campuses. 

“The perception that it will 
cause trouble are erroneous 
and I was very saddened to 
hear people feel that way.” 

The result of the vote was 
met by a stony silence in the 
council chamber’s public 
gallery. 

Afterwards, Tim Susans, 
head of Sanctuary Supported 
Living, said: “We are sensitive 
to the concerns raised by 
residents and want to 
reassure them that our inten¬ 
tion is to work closely with 
the community through the 
project.

A man has been jailed for han¬ 
dling a £lm medieval jug stolen in 
a museum heist. 

The 14th century bronze jug, de¬ 
scribed as a national treasure, 
was recovered at a property in 
Tadworth last September after it 
was stolen from a Luton museum 
in May. 

Ronald Nash, 23, of Pitwood 
Green, Tadworth, was sentenced 
to three years and three months 
in prison at Luton Crown Court 
on Friday. 

He had pleaded guilty to han¬ 
dling stolen property and supply¬ 
ing class A drugs. 

Louis Kybert, 25, of Ferndale 
Road, Banstead, who was arrest¬ 
ed by officers in the search for the 
jug, was also sentenced to five 
years in jail. 

He pleaded guilty to possession 
of two stun guns and supplying 
class A drugs. 

The Wenlok Jug was stolen dur¬ 
ing an overnight break-in at 
Stockwood Discovery Centre last 
year. 

The jug, that is decorated with 
coats of arms and badges and in¬ 
scribed with the words My Lord 
Wenlok, was found after a Crime- 
watch appeal. 

Bedfordshire Police’s Detective 
Inspector Martin Peters, who led 
the investigation to trace the 
stolen jug, said: “This was a high 
profile case that involved the theft 
of a national treasure.” 

After Nash pleaded guilty last 
month, Karen Perkins, director of 
museums at Luton Culture, said 
everyone had been devastated 
when the theft happened, but

were overjoyed to have the jug re¬ 
turned.

KFC plans quashed by council 


Controversial plans to 
turn a historic Ewell 
pub into a KFC restau¬ 
rant and takeaway have 
been rejected for a sec¬ 
ond time, to the delight 
of residents. 

Epsom Council’s plan¬ 
ning committee voted 
eight to three last Thurs¬ 
day to reject a second 
planning application by 
the fast food giant to 
turn the Organ and 
Dragon, that was a pub 
and restaurant in Lon¬ 
don Road, into a KFC. 

Councillors rejected 
KFC’s first application 
in December after they 
deemed that the pro¬ 
posed development at 


the junction of London 
Road and Ewell bypass 
was unsuitable. 

KFC is currently ap¬ 
pealing that decision. 

But its second applica¬ 
tion, that was recom¬ 
mended for approval by 
the council’s planning 
officers and aimed to ad¬ 
dress highway safety 
concerns by reposition¬ 
ing the site’s existing en¬ 
trance further along 
London Road, was again 
rejected by the majority 
of councillors. 

Councillor John Beck¬ 
ett said: “There is poten¬ 
tial for traffic 
congestion on London 
Road. This application 


doesn’t explain how 
those problems are 
going to be dealt with.” 

Residents sitting at the 
back of the council 
chamber cheered as the 
result of the vote was an¬ 
nounced and some 
shouted “thank you” to 
councillors. 

Speaking after the 
vote, Elaine Jury, who 
has led a petition against 
KFC’s plans, said: “We 
are ecstatic. That’s two 
applications down now. 
They will appeal again, 
but bring on the fight. 
We are really pleased.”

A youth club for disabled 
youngsters that was until re¬ 
cently under threat has 
reached the finals of the coun¬ 
try’s biggest youth volunteer¬ 
ing awards. 

Epsom Phab, which counts 
Paralympic gold medallist 
David Weir as an ex-member, is 
up for the best team activity 
award at the vlnspired Nation¬ 
al Awards because of its 
extraordinary campaigning ef¬ 
forts to secure its future. 

The club has operated from 
the Linton’s youth centre in 
Linton’s Lane, Epsom, for the 
past 30 years with youngsters 
both with and without disabili¬ 
ties attending. 

But it feared it would have to 
shut down after Surrey County 
Council decided to sell the 
leasehold of the centre in 2011. 

However, following a cam¬ 
paign to protect it led by the 
youngsters themselves, coun¬ 
cillors confirmed in November 
they would fund improve¬ 
ments and create an new home 
for the club at the North East 
Surrey College of Technology, 
in Reigate Road. 

The group met the council 


and Epsom’s MP Chris 
Grayling, organised rallies, 
created branded T-shirts and 
questioned council officers at 
public meetings 

Ex-member Courtney Giles, 
a student at Warwick Universi¬ 
ty got the National Union of 
Students to back the campaign 
and raised the issue at confer¬ 
ences around the country. It 
was even covered by the Huff- 
ington Post based in the US. 

Club leader Julia Giles said: 
“The team has so much energy 
and enthusiasm. 

“For some of them it’s the 
first time they’ve taken re¬ 
sponsibility for something so 


big and stepped up to the mark. 

“They fought to keep the cen¬ 
tre or get an alternative venue, 
in the face of great adversity. 

“Hopefully they can inspire 
other young people to make 
a difference in their own 
communities.” 

Mr Grayling said the nomi¬ 
nation is a “great achieve¬ 
ment” for Epsom Phab and 
said he “hoped they win a well- 
deserved award”. 

Terry Ryall, chief executive 
of vlnspired, said: “The deter¬ 
mination and selflessness the 
Epsom Phab team demonstrat¬ 
ed in their volunteering is 
truly inspirational.”

(ECC). 

The choir, conducted by 
Piers Maxim, will be 
accompanied by a group of 
instrumentalists who spe¬ 
cialise in early music, and 
aims to enchant the audience 
with the best in English 
choral church music. 


The Chapel Royal had a 
centuries-long tradition of 
providing the music for ser¬ 
vices of worship for kings 
and queens.

Are you fit to drive at your age? 


Some drive when they shouldn’t - others stop too soon 



Each year, hundreds of 
thousands of drivers could be 
making the wrong decision 
about their ability to drive 
because they lack the tools or 
advice to adequately assess 
their skills behind the wheel. 

At the age of 70 - and every 
three years thereafter - 
drivers must declare whether 
or not they are fit to drive. 

This self-declaration is not 
made on the basis of any 
formal medical or driving 
test, but relies on the 
judgement of the individual. 

While no similar study has 
been completed in this 
country, if the picture in the 
UK is similar to that in the 
US and Australia, then of the 
estimated 500,000 motorists 
turning 70 this year, up to 
170,000 might eventually stop 
driving too early and some 
50,000 continue driving with 


poor levels of ability. 

There are currently 
3.9million driving licence 
holders in the UK aged 70 or 
over. 

This number is set to 
increase dramatically. The 
Government has predicted 
that of the UK citizens alive 
today, around ten million will 
reach their 100th birthday. 

A new report by TRL (the 
UK’s Transport Research 
Laboratory) for the RAC 
Foundation - Driving Choices 
for the Older Motorist - 
analyses data from several 
countries and finds that self- 
assessment tools can give 
older drivers useful feedback 
about their skills, but they 
cannot replace the 
professional assessment of 


driving abilities. 

Further validation of self- 
assessment tools would be 
needed before they were 


promoted more widely. 

Professor Stephen Glaister, 
director of the RAC 
Foundation, said: “All drivers 


should regularly consider 
their fitness to drive, but 
matters really come to a head 
when we reach 70 and have to 
declare that we are fit to be 
on the roads. In general, 
older drivers have an 
enviable safety record but it 
is clear that faced with this 
critical yes or no decision 
many motorists simply do not 
have a realistic view of their 
capabilities. 

“While this will mean there 
are drivers who are unfit to 
be on the roads, there will be 
many others who have 
prematurely hung up their 
keys. This will have a huge 
impact on their ability to live 
an active life, access essential 
services and take part in 
social activities. 


“The RAC Foundation does 
not support compulsory 
retesting at a certain age 
because this presumes that 
on reaching a particular 
birthday, people’s physical 
and mental capacities change 
radically. 

“But we do see an 
important need for an 
ongoing dialogue with 
motorists and encourage¬ 
ment from officials and the 
medical profession for all of 
us to regularly consider our 
abilities - whatever our age.” 

Currently there is no 
regular or systematic use of 
self-assessment tools across 
the UK, though some local 
authorities, including Devon, 
Suffolk and Sussex promote 
their use.
